She First Gives Her Employer 
Poison and Then Attacks 
Him With Hammer.

Arrangements 
were being made today to take her to 
tl:e State Industrial Home for Girls. 

Duncan was a farmer in a remote sec- 
tion of Bollinger County. Details of the 
strange domestic triangle which led to 
the tragedy have just reached here. 

The girl, at a preliminary hearing, 
wus exonerated. 

Having first attempted to kill Duncan 
with poison Marie Bauman a few hours 
liter crushed his skull with a hammer 
as he lay in bed. Duncan’s wife was in 
an adjoining room. 

Was Overbearing Farmer. 

According to reports from Grassy, Mo., 
the nearest town to the Duncan farm, 
Duncan was a hard, overbearing man, 
who bent the girl to his will and whose 
femily, though knowing of the relations 
between him and Marie Bauman, were 
afraid to cross him, 

Dunean’s family consisted of his wife, 
two daughters and two small sons. One 
of the daughters. a Mrs. Hatton, lived 
con an adjoining farm. 

Two years ago Marie Bauman went to 
work at the Duncan home, She was 13 
years old. 

Almost from the first, according to 
her story at the preliminary hearing, 
she was under the spell of Duncan's 
dominating nature. Mrs. Duncan and 
the daughters were aware of conditions, 
she says, but feared to dismiss the girl, 
as Duncan was in the habit of making 
murderous threats when his wishes were 
denied.

Threatened Her Life. 

As the girl grew older womanly re- 
sentment gaineu strength. The climax 
was reached Sunday, Dec. 31, when 
Duncan demanded that Marie elope with 
him. When she refused, he threatened 
her life. 

Very coolly Marie told at tue hearing 
how she prepared to kill the man who 
had blasted her young life. 

Within a few hours after he made the 
proposition to elope Marie Bauman 
served Duncan with a cup of coffee in 
which she had put rat poison. He be- 
came ill and went to bed. 

Duncan sent his son-in-law, Hatton, 
to call a doctor, but Hatton returned, 
Saying the telephone was out of order. 
Duncan again sent him for the doctor 
There remained in the house Duncan, 
his wife and Marie Bauman. 

Convinced that the poison 
gs0ing to end Duncan’s life, 
secreted a hammer under her apron 
and went into Duncan's’ bedroom. 
Swinging the hammer with all her might 
she struck Duncan a crushing blow on 
the head.

Attorney John E. Erwin of Webster’s 
cunsel, in a brief statement after the 


defendant was taken before Judge Far- 
rand, announced formally that his client 
desired to enter the plea of guilty. Web- 
st r in response to interrogation by the 
Court, then made the plea of guilty in 
person. 
Judge Farrand asked Webster if the 
defendant understood that he was en- 
titled to a trial by jury and if the plea 
of guilty Was made with Webster's own 
fice will. 

To each question Webster 
“Yes,” in an even tone. 


Takes Seat by Mother. 

After he had entered his plea, Web- 
ster seated himself at the side of his 
mother, who wept quietly throughout the 
proceedings. 
State's Attorney Emerson placed sev- 
eral witnesses on the stand to present 
certain features of the State’s case. The 
first was Mathias Mayers, who found 
Bessie Kent Webster's nude body in the 
Ogle County woods between Dixon and 
Polo last fall. 
Mayers was followed on the stand by 
Dr. L. M. Griffin of Polo, who made an 
examination of Mrs. Webster’s body at 
He testified 
that Mrs. Webster’s death was due to a 
knife or scalpel wound in the neck, which 
had severed the jugular vein. Dr. Grif- 
fin also described an operation which he 
said had been performed on Mrs. Web- 
ster some time before her death. 


Mrs. M. C. Kent and Mrs. J. B. Stainer 
of Chicago, mother and sister of the 
slain woman, arrived at the courthouse 
escorted by Dr. H. E. Thomas and Mr. 
Stainer, brothers-in-law of Bessie Kent 
Webster. 

Father and Mother Arrive. 

Mr. and Mrs. George W. Webster of 
Dixon, father and mother of the defend- 
ént, arrived early from Forreston, where 
they had spent the night with relatives. 
The Websters were accompanied by Rey. 
Divans and Mrs. Divans of Forreston, 
uncle and aunt of Harry Webster. Web- 
ster's two sisters were not present. 
Although the courtroom was crowded, 
extremely cold weather cut down the at- 
lendance. Hundreds who had planned 
to drive from Dixon, Polo and surround- 
ing towns abandoned the trip because 
thermometers registered from 16 to 20 
degrees below zero. 

Sheriff Delaney of Ogle County then 
lestiued about the confession Which he 
sald Webster had made immediately 
after. 

In its essential points the confession 
was the same as that made public at the 
time of Webster's arrest. The confes- 
fon was long and detailed Webster's 
trip from Chicago to Dixon and thence 
to the Ogle County woods with Bessie 
Kent Webster, where the murder took 


place. The confession was read into the 
record.

Up to State Convention, 
In this manner the controversy be- 
tween Folk and Clark for the Missouri 
indorsement will be put up to the State 
convention for settlement.

Even where transportation has not 
been interfered with, the cold weather 
has greatly increased the cost of han- 
dling potatoes, and in consequence has 
increased the price. 

Stoves in Potato Cars. 

l'o prevent potatoes!from freezing, the 
growers in Minnesota, Wisconsin and 
Michigan put stoves in the cars. A man 
is hired to travel with each car and tend 
the stove. The expense of hiring this 
man is added to the cost of the pota- 
toes. After the shipments arrive in St. 
Louis the commission men to whom they 
are consigned must keep the cars neated 
while they are on the switching tracks 
waiting to be unloaded. This is another 
neavy addition to the expense of han- 
dling them. Despite these precautions, a 
‘arge proportion of the potatoes freeze 
und have to be thrown away. 

“Cabbage also is injured by freezing and 
special precautions are taken to protect 
it. Every drop of a degree in tempera- 
ture below the freezing point takes 
money out of the householder’s pocket.

HIDES FACT ARM 
1S BROKEN 8 DAYS 


Postoffice Robber Does Not Re- 
veal Injury Until Caught 
and Sentenced.

DEMOCRACY VS. SOCIALISM. 

The following paragraphs are from the speech 
1 Gov. Woodrow Wilson at the Jackson Day 
Lanquet: 

Perhaps we can best express our present 
political object by saying that it is to free 
government and business from private con- 
trol. The facts are not doubted, Our Gov- 
ernment has for a great many years been 


privately controlled. 
~ * * 


It is our tariff system which chiefly @x- 
presses the ascendancy that business has had 


in politics in this country. 
* . . 


Having stated the facts, we should ask our- 
selyes what we are to do. In the first place, 
in order to free the Government. we must 
withdraw special favors. That is what lies at 
the basis of tariff reform; that is the reason 
that tariff reform must be central to all 
others—-the beginning of the means by which 
we shall restore our democracy to its proper 
foundations. And by withdrawing special fa- 
vors we shall break up special alliances be- 
tween powerful business interests and the 
Government of the states and of the country. 
We shall not cease to take thought for bus!- 
ness prosperity, but we shall cease to look to 
those who ask for special favors as spokes- 
men for that prosperity, and we shall insist 
upon absolutely divorcing political action 
from the control of the great moneyed inter- 
ests when it comes to nominations and elec- 
tions and the choice of public policy. * * ® 

And in order to set business also free along 
with the Government, we must set ourselves 
to check monopoly. The processes of monop- 
oly are being disclosed, point after point, 
method after method, detail after detail. We 
can take hold of these in definite statutes. 
And in order to make our statutes effective 
we can transform our corporations from mere 
legal persons into real persons, analyze them 
into the men who actually conduct them, the 
men who actually originate and take part in 
the transactions which we forbid by law. 
Stripping them of disguise and hiding place 
and subterfuge, we can deal with them as law 
has always dealt with individuals, and shall 
again live in a tonic air in which every man 
must stand naked in the forum of the public 
judgment,

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INCREASE IN TELEPHONE RATES. 

A new schedule of rates and service in St. 
Louis will be put in force Feb. 1 by the Bell Tele- 
phone Co. of Missouri. Its general effect is to im- 
pose on the public largé increases in all charges 
other than those paid for telephones in resi- 
dences. | 

For single-party telephones in business houses, 
with service unlimited for subscriber and em- 
ployes, the increase is from $78 to $108 a year, 
or $30—more than 38 per cent. For service of 
this description, Kansas City pays but $60 a year, 
New Orleans $102, Cleveland $76 to one company 
and $84 to the other, Chicago $125 and Boston 
$125. 

A measured service for St. Louis business men 
is to be installed. For 1800 messages annually 
the charge will be $78, the former cost of unlim- 
ited service. Kansas City pays $48 for 960 out- 
going messages a year and New Orleans $66 for 
1200 messages. Cleveland has a $48 service for 900 
messages, Chicago a $60 service limited to 1200 
messages, Denver a $48 service limited to 600 mes- 
Sages, ~ 

On both measured and unmeasured service, 
many of the cities outside of St. Louis have dis- 
counts of from $4 to $6 a year, conditioned on 
payment by a specified date. For slot telephones 
large increases are also to be made in St. Louis. 
For public telephones, of unlimited service, $125 
a year is to be charged. 

One branch of a service corporation’s business 
admittedly should not be permanently conducted 
at the expense of other branches. It is possible that 
some part of these heavy increases may be justi- 
fied. But who knows whether they are justified? 
St. Louis has adopted the principle of strict regu- 
lation for utility companies, and this arbitrarily 
imposed new tax on telephone users violates that 
principle. 

The plea that a corporation of watered securities 
needs the money is no longer accepted in exculpa- 
tion of attempts to burden patrons with new exac- 
tions. That an increase of nearly 40 per cent is 
justified in one of the most profitable branches 
of this telephone company’s business is incred- 
ible. 

An inevitable consequence of a failure of regu- 
lation has just been pointed out by James E. Alli- 
son of the Public Utilities Commission. It is public 
ownership. Such a course as the telephone com- 
pany is pursuing removes much of the reluctance 
with which experiments in that alternative are 
approached. If regulation is delayed or defeated 
the public will demand ownership. 

Until this further demand for telephone tribute 
has been passed on by proper authority, such 
power as the city possesses should be used to re- 
sist its payment.

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THOSE GOOD OLD DAYS. 

The plaintive query of a reader who asks why 
they don’t put hay in the cars to keep the pas- 
sengers’ feet warm, as they did in ‘‘the good old 
days,” awakens memories. 

Those were the dear, dead days beyond recall 
when the street cars were somewhere between 
81%, and 12% feet long. If one of the mules 
didn’t pick up a nail the running time between 
Fourth street and Garrison avenue, in good 
weather, was approximately 40 minutes. Only 
two lines ran as far west as Grand avenue. 

It is true there was hay in the cars in win- 
ter. They put hay in the cars because there 
were no stoves. Having started on that basis, 
they didn’t put in stoves for fear of setting fire 
to the hay. 

At that time not a street in St. Louis outside 
of the business district was paved. The new, 
clean, sweet-smelling hay was fine on the first 
trip out. After that it was a sorry mixture of 
limestone slush and soggy timothy. Passengers 
on the second trip sat on their feet to keep them 
out of the hay. 

The reader’s letter is of value, not as suggest- 

ing a return to primal conditions, but as a re- 
minder of St. Louis’ wonderful progress since the 
days of hay in the street cars. 
No city in the United States has advanced 
more rapidly in the period between 1886 when 
the first rapid transit street car line started here 
and 1912 when a mere reference to hay in the 
cars is food for humorous comment. 
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Just as a lot of fellows have got firmly settled 
on the water wagon, along comes this painful 
shortage at the Chain of Rocks and the warning 
against unboiled water.

WOMEN’S IDEAS IN 
SMOKE ORDINANCE 


Three Recommendations Ac- 
cepted and One Left Open 
for Discussion. 


JOINT CONFERENCE HELD 





Announcement Made That Spe- 
cial Inspectors Are Daily 
Watching Locomotives. 





Three of the four points urged by the 
Eixecutive Committee of the Women’s 
Organization for Smoke Abatement to be 
placed in the proposed new city ordi- 
nance for the elimination of smoke 
have been adopted by the Board of 
-’ublic Improvements. The fourth point 
recommended by the women, that of 
appointing a commission of engineers, 
is left open for further discussion. 

The new ordinance is being drawn 
up under the direction of the Smoke In- 
spection Department. A joint meeting of 
the Board of Public Improvements, the 
Smoke Abatement Committee of the 
Civic League, and the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Women’s Organization for 
Smoke Abatement was held Thursday in 
the city hall. Water Commissioner Wall 
also attended the conference. 

Four Points Presented. 

“The women’s organization presented 
four points we desired to have embod- 
ied in the new ordinance,’”’ Mrs. E. R. 
Kroeger, president of the Women's Or- 
sanization for Smoke Abatement, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter Friday. ‘The 
Roard of Public Improvements and Civic 
League agreed that three of these points 
should be placed in the proposed law. 

“These points agreed upon are: First, 
the employment of more smoke inspec- 
tors; second, stricter provisions regulat- 
ing smoke from locomotives; third, the 
supervision of boilers and power plants 
in new buildings, and supervision of 
boilers in old buildings where repairs on 
boilers are necessary. 

“The fourth point under considera- 
tion related to the appointment of a 
commission of engineers for inspection 
uf power plants and to aid in prosecu- 
tion of violators. There was a question 
of difference at the conference as to 
the method to be employed, but not as 
to the need itself. President Reber of 
the board suggested that the engineers 
could be supplied from his department 
and could do better work than to employ 
a commission of outside engineers. 

Willing to Consider. 

‘‘He may be right, and the members of 
the women’s organization feel that the 
opinion of the board deserves serious 
consideration. If it seems to them that 
it is better to center the responsibility 
iy one man than’ in a commission that 
plan should be adopted.’ 

President Reber announced after the 
meeting that a special force of in- 
spectors are daily watching locomo- 
tives throughout the city. He said 
that the Terminal Railroad has equipped 
4 of its 133 locomotives with smoke de- 
vices, the Frisco Railroad 24, the C. B. 
& Q. Railroad 22, and the B. & O. has 
equipped 4. The other roads have prom- 
ised to install smoke devices on their 
locomotives as soon as possible, he said.
